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REMARKS 

Reconsideration of this application in light of the present amendment and remarks is 

respectfully requested. 

Claims 8-1 8 have been rejected. 
Claims 1-7 were previously canceled. 
Claims 8-10 have been amended. 
Claims 8-1 8 are pending in this application- 
Claim 8 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112 as being indefinite for failing to 

particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 

invention. 

Claim 8 has been amended to clarify which storage space is being discussed in lines 10 

and 13. 

Claims 9 and 10 have been amended to properly follow from amended claim 8. 

Claims 8-1 1 and 13-18 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tichy ("Design, Implementation, and Evaluation of a Revisions Control System") in view 
of Farber (US- Publ. No. 2003/0217027). This rejection is respectfully traversed. 

Independent claim 8 has been amended to clarify that the apparatus provides storage 
space for both a complete system version to be provided as well as the complete system version 
that is presently operating. Support for this can be found in the specification on page 13 lines 
18-23. 

Advantageously, applicant's invention provides a technique to quickly transfer between 
complete operating system versions, so as to mitigate any interruption of service. 

Tichy describes the reconstruction of a particular system revision by starting from an 
existing system and modifying it with operator change logs through a revision tree, which 
teaches away from applicant's invention. Tichy does not suggest or disclose multiple storage 
spaces to hold two or more complete revisions. Therefore, Tichy could not have envisioned 
applicant's solution for quickly switching between revisions by simply change the genealogy 
path for active states of complete revisions in different storage spaces, as recited in amended 
claim 8. Instead, Tichy must reconstruct system versions when switching therebetween, which 
consumes more time than the switching provided in applicant's invention. 
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Farber discloses the use of different communication applications and the management 
thereof. However, Farber does not suggest or disclose the particular use of simply changing a 
genealogy path to switch between two complete active systems. 

Therefore, neither Tichy Nor Farber, in combination or alone, disclose die element of 
changing the genealogy path for active states of complete revisions in different storage spaces, as 

recited in amended claim 8. 

Therefore, applicant respectfully submits that amended claim 8 is patentable and non- 
obvious over the cited art. 

Claims 9-1 1 and 13-1 8 are dependent on amended claim 8, and therefore include all of 
the recitations of claim 8, which are not disclosed or suggested by die references. 

Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that this rejection has been overcome. 

Claim 12 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C §l03(a) as being unpatentable over Tichy in 
view of Farber and further in view of Kim (US. Publ- No. 2003/01 19501). This rejection is 
respectfully traversed. 

Claim 1 2 is dependent upon amended Claim 8, hereby incorporated by reference, and is 

therefore deemed allowable as well for the same reasons. 

Accordingly, applicant respectfully requests this rejection be withdrawn. 

The other references of record have been reviewed and applicant's invention is deemed 
patentably distinct and uonobvious over each taken alone or in combination. 

For the foregoing reasons, applicants respectfully request that the above rejections be 
withdrawn. 

Inasmuch as this amendment distinguishes all of the applicants' claims over the prior art 
references, for the many reasons indicated above, passing of this case is now believed to be in 
order. A Notice of Allowance is earnestly solicited. 

No amendment made was related to the statutory requirements of patentability unless 
expressly stated herein. No amendment made was for the purpose of narrowing the scope of any 
claim, unless applicant has argued herein that such amendment was made to distinguish over a 
particular reference or combination of references.
